c. Contractor personnel shall test product as required by contract or as requested by the U.S. Government representative. The results of these tests
shall be used by the U.S. Government representative to inspect and/or accept product prior to delivery in accordance with Clause E1. Contractor will be
responsible for any loss of and/or damage to product occurring before delivery on a FOB Destination basisto U.S. Forces in Macedonia.

d. Contractor will prepare and complete the DD Form 250 using a computer or typewriter with the following information: (1) A description of
product being shipped; (2) seal numbers affixed to each loaded conveyance (truck); and (3) other pertinent information required to effect prompt
delivery to receiving activity, including name, delivery address, routing, etc. The DD Form 250 should also include any other information necessary to
complete the form.

4. DETERMINATION OF QUANTITY:
